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DEAR APM: 

Question: I have n front- 
mounted Zonophono with 
some strange charm l orn cast 
into the bedplate. Thoy look 
like a foreign language - 
what are they?

Answer: You are quite right 
- the characters are in the 
Cyrillic script (Russian). Ap- 
parently these machines 
were originally intended for 
export. The trademark appli- 
cation (published 4/8/1902) 
indicates that it was first 
used by the Universal Talk- 
ing Machine Co. of NY on 
Nov. 1, 1901 (see below): 
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The Phonograph Winder of Joseph W. Jones 



While prowling around at a garage 
sale recently, I discovered an electric phono- 
graph winder, quite solid and well-made. The 
only clue to its origin was a tag serving as a 
gear cover - it identified the unit as a Phono- 
graph Winder made by Jones Motrola Inc. of 
[29 W. 35th St.] New York City. 

An appeal to APM’s research de- 
partment has now revealed that the inventor 
of this hybrid device was none other than 
Joseph W. Jones, the famous inventor whose 
uncle was an early financial backer of Emile 
Berliner. Jones was born in Saratoga Springs, 
NY in 1876 and had worked in Berliner’s 
Washington, DC laboratory in 1896/7 and 
soon began to apply for machine and record 
patents in his own name (see Koenigsberg’s 
Patent History of the Phonograph). His most 
famous patent (for engraving lateral vibra- 
tions into a wax disc) was sold to the Colum- 



bia Phonograph Co. in 1902 and allowed 
Columbia to enter the disc field. His interest 
later turned to automobiles where he contin- 
ued to be an imaginative inventor. But it was 
in 1915 that he designed an easy-to-use crank 
winder for home use, an idea anticipated only 
by H. S. Mills Commercial 1904 Picture 
Exhibitor and Phonograph. 

When I disassembled the contrap- 
tion, I feared some parts might be missing; 
however, only some new wiring was required. 
The Winder attaches to any cabinet pho- 
nograph by means of an adapter shaft which 
takes the place of the original winding crank. 
An index screw must be installed on the 
outside to prevent the unit from turning 
itself. It only needs to be plugged in (AC as 
the mechanism was made to order by West- 
inghouse and GE). I could easily adjust the 
tension desired on the mainspring by turning 
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JONES-MOTROLA, Inc.

the top adjusting screw. 

The switching mechanism operates 
in the following way (see drawing on cover): 
The adjusting screw (A) has an insulated 
double cone (D) on it. A spring-loaded donut 
(C) rides on the cone and due to the tension of 
the contained spring always squeezes itself 
downhill on the conical surface. Whenever 
the winding shaft is sufficiently relaxed, the 
donut will be in place across the contacts (B), 
thus completing the electrical circuit. As an 
increasing amount of torque is required to 
wind the mainspring, the motor armature 
shaft worm (G) will begin to pull itself along 
the worm gear instead of driving it. This 
causes the end of the armature shaft to press 
against the thrust bearing (F) which in turn 
presses against the end of the adjusting screw 
(A). This will begin compressing the spring 
(E) and push the high center portion of the 
cone through the spring-loaded donut, thus 
causing it to snap away from the contacts 



which will break the electrical circuit. As the 
phonograph mainspring again begins to run 
down, spring E will push the adjusting screw 
with its cone and motor armature shaft back 
down. When the high center portion of the 
cone passes through the donut, it will snap 
back into position across the contacts and the 
motor will begin running again. The amount 
of force necessary to compress spring E is 
determined by the adjusting screw. The 
patent number is 1,219,325; there may be 
another for an application filed on January 
26, 1915 (only $1.50 from Washington, DC). 

The Motrola in my collection can 
now be adjusted to where it will barely wind 
or to where it could just possibly break some- 
thing. There may have been another model 
called the Super Winder which contained 
both spring and electric motor (mine sold for 
$15 originally). But the days of the coiled 
spring were nearly over, and direct electricity 
soon became the norm. □

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FROM THE GOLDEN AGE... Nimbus ’ Prima Voce

"It requires courage. It requires more 
than courage, it requires unlimited faith in 
the intelligence and musical appreciation of 
my customers, to specialize in a simple, 
straight-forward Acoustic gramophone - 
more especially if it happens to be hand- 
made and fairly expensive - in these days of 
cheap cut-price mass production electrical 
reproducers and radio-gramophones.” 

Thus wrote Mr. E. M. Ginn, London 
manufacturer of Expert Hand Made Gramo- 
phones, Used and Praised the World Over, 
so identified in literature circa 1930 promot- 
ing his wholly acoustic, hand-made, hand- 
wound gramophones. These gramophones, 
complete with external horns (made - so 
they tell me - of papier-mache), were the 
state of the art among British-made pre- 
War machines. They still turn up as props 
in PBS broadcasts such as that on which 
Frederic Delius directed and/or written by 
Ken Russell, mainly because the strange 
look of an external horn attached to the 
type of machine that we Americans refer to 
as “portable” or “table- top" conjures up 
among the British a certain time, a certain 
age, a certain ambiance. The superiority of 
their sound is legend enough that when 
record collector Norman White happened 
upon one of these machines he did replace 
the hand-wound spring motor - for reliabili- 
ty and convenience - but he did not touch 
the acoustic reproducer or the external 
horn. This along with the British fetish for 
thorn needles (in preference to steel, cactus 
or other materials) guarantees a pure acous- 
tic sound. Played back in a drawing room of 
an old Welsh castle and picked up by the 
digital microphones of Nimbus Records and 
processed by them with no filtering out of 
frequencies, it becomes what Nimbus refers 
to as Natural Ambiosonic Transfer. Leave 
in the highs that would get filtered out with 
the scratch and that peculiar acoustic woofy 
sound that could be updated but only at the 
loss of presence. What the listener hears 
when they put on Nimbus CD NI 7803 and 
Caruso sings “II Sogno“ from Massenet’s 
Manon is a very close approximation to 
what gramophone listeners heard in 1904 
when Victor 81031 was issued. This does 
not invalidate any latter day clean-ups of 
the material which may have been digitally 
processed on electrical reproducers or even 



processed through one or another of the 
noise reduction systems so popular with 
some reissue producers of today, but neither 
do these enhancements invalidate the peri- 
od pleasure of hearing a good acoustic 
pressing reproduced acoustically in good 
acoustical surroundings on a good acoustic 
machine. Just be thankful that it’s both... 
and! 

The Nimbus collection, as of this writ- 
ing, numbers a dozen CDs devoted to 8 
historic voices (Caruso gets two, one for 
arias... one for songs) and three potpourri. 
Among the selections labeled “Great Sing- 
ers”, Volume 1, NI 7801 and Volume 2, 
7812 are found such gems as John 
McCormack’s 1916 version of “II mio 
tesoro” from Don Giovanni , Eva Turner’s 
“In questa Reggia” from Turandot, “Nun mi 
tema” as sung by Francesco Tamagno (who 
created the role in Verdi’s Otello and re- 
corded it for G&T in 1903, thereby becom- 
ing the oldest Italian operatic tenor to 
record... although Caruso, 23 years 
Tamagno’s junior, had recorded the previ- 
ous year for the same firm, Feodor 
Chaliapin singing Massenet’s Elegie and 
Kirsten Flagstad’s 1935 recording of “Elsa’s 
Dream” from Lohengrin. A further CD enti- 
tled Divas covers a variety of work from 
Adelina Patti to such near contemporaries 
as Rosa Ponselle and Lotte Lehmann. If I 
could call attention to particular items, 
they’d include Dame Nellie Melba’s 
“Donde lieta usca” from Puccini’s La 
Boheme , “Un bel di” from Madama Butter- 
fly sung by Rosa Ponselle and the late Eva 
Turner’s recording of “Ritorna vincitor” 
from Aida... a performance made all the 
more urgent by the soprano’s recent death. 

I’ve already given it away that Caruso 
is one of the singers covered by the initial 
Nimbus release. The other singers are his 
peers. Beniamino Gigli and Giovanni 
Martinelli inherited the bulk of the Caruso 
repertoire upon his passing. Rosa Ponselle 
was frequently his partner at the Met. 
Ernestine Schumann-Heink had preceded 
Caruso to the Met but was singing primari- 
ly Wagnerian roles at the time. If they sang 
together at all, it was probably limited to a 
few performances of Meyerbeer’s Le 
Prophete, the only opera which both seem to 
have sung at the Met during those years. 
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Luisa Tetrazzini sang only eight perfor- 
mances at the Metropolitan in 1911 and 
1912 and no more than three of those would 
have been with Caruso in Rigoletto (Feb. 6, 
1912 and thereafter). Amelita Galli-Curci 
did not arrive at the Met until Nov. 14, 
1921 ... three months after Caruso’s death. 
Titta Ruffo arrived even later, on Jan. 19, 
1922. Yet all these singers, with the excep- 
tion of the two other tenors and of Rosa 
Ponselle,who was under contract to Colum- 
bia at the time, all recorded with Caruso on 
Victor at least once in their careers. 

So, as the link that ties it all together, 
Caruso is the logical place to begin. These 
recordings are certainly well-known to all 
collectors. No operatic voice has had more 
re-issues, more discussion and more dissec- 
tion than Enrico (ne Errico) Caruso . Howev- 
er, hearing them acoustically reproduced 
through the horn gives us a totally different 
perspective. I never heard Caruso sing. I 
can only report what my father and others 
who heard him told me about the expe- 
rience. On the other hand, I did hear these 
same recordings reproduced on an acoustic 
machine at home and I can testify that the 
Nimbus ambiosonic transfers are very close 
to what I recall them sounding like back 
then... if not a little better due to the state 
of the art equipment used by Nimbus in 
these transfers. This, as they say on Madi- 
son Avenue, is as good as it gets. 

NI 7803 contains 20 operatic selections, 
all the way from Caruso’s first session for 
Victor on Feb. 1, 1904(recorded in a studio 
in the Carnegie Hall annex building) to the 
famous tenor aria from Halevy’s La Juive, 
recorded Sept. 14, 1920... only days before 
Caruso’s last session for Victor. Considering 
the differences between the earliest and 
later Caruso Victors, one discovers a major 
truth which, in itself, explains away a myth 
often taken for a truth. Acoustic recording 
(and electrical recording as well, for that 
matter) was an evolutionary process. The 
Victor engineers learned something 2/1/04 
that they could use on the next session 
2/9/04, and the one after that 4/8/04, and 
the one after that 2/17/05, and so on, right 
up to the final session Sept. 16, 1920. Any 
scientific progress is a process of trial and 
error and only through experimentation can 
progress be achieved. For years, it has been 
assumed that Caruso’s voice became 
“baritonal” toward the end of his recording 
career. I believe that listening to Caruso’s 
records in chronological sequence, especially 
with the benefit of digital re-recording, one 
can hear the baritonal quality long before 



the final sessions. And I further suspect 
that the reason we don’t hear it even sooner 
has more to do with the ability of the equip- 
ment to reproduce it that the voice itself. A 
number of the recordings found here are 
transferred to CD for the first time. This is 
actually a less important fact that it had 
been a year ago. One label, Bayer, has al- 
ready issued the “complete” Caruso on 15 
or so discs. Pearl has already released Vol- 
umes One and Two of what will eventually 
be a complete Caruso edition and my spies 
at BMG (formerly RCA) tell me that Victor 
will be bringing out their complete edition. 
Stay tuned for further details and compari- 
sons. It may still be a question of how com- 
plete is complete, but at least we know that 
three or more companies will be attempting 
to release everything. 

Of course, the major caveat about 
complete i6 that some one may discover the 
next test pressing of an unissued item and 
there you are at square one again. A num- 
ber of my personal favorite Caruso items 
turn up on this CD. I have always admitted 
a strong preference for his piano-accompa- 
nied “Una furtiva lagrima” from 1904. It is 
taken at such a luxuriously leisurely pace 
that the original issue required two shellac 
discs, one ten-inch and one twelve-inch, to 
contain it. The performance, however, is 
clearly superior to the later rushed 12" 
performance with orchestra. The CD also 
includes the 1911 “Celeste Aida,” complete 
with recitative and the two major tenor 
arias from Leoncavallo’s Pagliacci. Less 
famous, but still among my favorites, are 
“Donna non vidi mai” from Puccini’s 
Manon Lescaut and “Angelo casto e bel” 
from Donizetti’s II Duca d’Alba. The NI 
7809 disc of songs includes the expected 
“Santa Lucia” and “O sole mio” as well as 
Rossini’s La Danza, d’Hardelot’s “Because” 
and George M. Cohan’s “Over There.” 

Beniamino Gigli began his recording 
career in 1918 and his performance of 
“Cielo e mar” from Ponchielli’s La Gioconda 
shows why his sweet brand of lyricism was 
so admired. NI 7807 goes all the way from 
Gigli’s first year of recording up to 1924 in 
which year Gigli turned in a version of 
Denza’s “Funiculi, Funicula” filled with 
charm and joie de vivre. In between he 
sings the arias from Boito’s Mephistophele 
and Puccini’s Tosca in a fine lyric tenor 
manner. 

If Gigli was the lyric tenor to follow 
Caruso... the heroic tenor or dramatic tenor 
of the next generation of Italian singers was 
Giovanni Martinelli. Like a true iron man, 
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he persevered and remained a vital part of 
the operatic scene until his retirement in 
1950. On NI 7804 he is heard in such favor- 
ites as Turridu,Rhadames, Andrea Chenier, 
and Canio. There is also an “Amor ti vieta” 
from Umberto Giordano’s Fedora that is 
well worth listening to. 

Comparisons are always odious but in 
this case they are also invalid. As a lyric 
tenor, Gigli can in no way be judged by the 
same yardstick as the more dramatic 
Martinelli and Caruso. Yet Caruso had his 
lyrical side as well, especially in such roles 
as Rudolfo in Puccini’s La Boheme. And 
while they both qualify as heroic tenors 
Caruso’s Canio and Rhadames do not invali- 
date Martinelli’s or vice-versa. After all, 
Martinelli was singing the roles as early as 
1913 and 1914 at the Met, long before 
Caruso’s retirement. I’m sure that both 
tenors had their fans and there were proba- 
bly many who were fans of both of them. 
Also there were fifteen years between 
Caruso’s recording of “Celeste Aida” (1911) 
and Martinelli’s (1926)... a decade and a 
half and furthermore a time in which the 
horn gave way to the microphone. No con- 
test - just fine singing from both. 

Martinelli also figures in the music on 
NI 7805 devoted to the singing of Rosa 
Ponselle. The Martinelli CD includes three 
excerpts from Verdi’s La forza del destino 
including the final trio with Ezio Pinza and 
Rosa Ponselle. The Ponselle CD includes 
“La vergine degli angeli” from the same 
opera with Pinza and Ponselle. Ponselle did 
not like this recording, according to her 
biography, because the Victor engineers 
amplified her voice to put it on a par, vol- 
ume-wise, with Pinza, ruining what she felt 
was the prayer-like quality of the aria. I 
always liked this recording. It was not the 
first Ponselle recording I heard, but it was 
the first one I bought. I’m sorry that 
Ponselle did not agree, but I have always 
been especially fond of this recording and 
am glad to have it included here. There is 
also a hitherto unpublished record of “Pur 
ti riveggo” from Aida with Ponselle and 
Martinelli as the slave and the warrior. 
There are the expected greatest hits from 
Verdi’s Otello , Spontini’s La vestale and 
Bellini’s Norma , but Ponselle (or rather 
Norman White who programmed these 
collections) knew how to climax a recording 
and Carrie Jacobs-Bond’s “A Perfect Day” 
says it better than any blockbuster aria 
could have hoped to. 

Luisa Tetrazzini could have debuted at 



the Metropolitan as early as 1908, but 
house manager Heinrich Conreid did not 
exercise his option on her services so New 
York first heard Tetrazzini at 
Hammerstein’s Manhattan Opera. Her sole 
Met season was 1911/1912 in which she 
sang only eightperformances. As mentioned 
earlier, we can find evidence of three, at 
most, performances as Gilda to Caruso’s 
Duke of Mantua in Verdi’s Rigoletto. It may 
have been Conreid’s fault that Tetrazzini 
did not come to the Met until 1911 but why 
she remained only one season is a mystery 
to me. She was, however, busy enough, with 
appearances in Boston and Chicago. 
Tetrazzini was another of the stars in 
Victor’s crown and she is amply represented 
on Nimbus NI 7808 in such staple roles of 
the coloratura repertoire as Lucia, Gilda, 
and Rosina. Also, one finds such Tetrazzini 
specialties as “Io son Titania” from Thomas 
Mignon and “Dov’e l’lndiana bruna” from 
Delibes’ Lakme. Then of course it would not 
be possible to leave out the 1912 recording 
of “Bella figlia dell’ amore,” the quartet 
from Rigoletto in the company of Caruso, 
Amato and Jacoby. 

Although Madame Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink was better known for her 
recordings of such non-operatic fare as “Si- 
lent Night, Holy Night,” she wa6 a star of 
the Metropolitan Opera, having made her 
Met debut in 1890 as Ortrud in Lohengrin. 
She is represented on Nimbus NI 7811 in 
the German, Italian (sung in German trans- 
lation) and French operatic repertoire as 
well as songs going all the way from 
Schubert’s Der Erlkonig to “Du, du liegst 
mir im Herzen.” There are even such 
pop/classic trivialities as “By the Waters of 
Minnetonka.” So who said crossover was an 
innovation? I find of special interest a per- 
formance of Reimann’s “Spinnerliedchen,” 
with piano accompaniment by no less a 
celebrity thru Jo6ef Hofmann. There are 
also two recordings of “Weiche, Wotan” 
from Das Rheingold ... an acoustic from 
1907 and an electric from 1929 giving one 
an interesting comparison between the two 
processes. 

Amelita Galli-Curci was a soprano 
whose repertoire matched that of Luisa 
Tetrazzini to a great extent. She came to 
New York by way of the Chicago Opera, 
making her debut at the Metropolitan as 
Violetta in La Traviata in 1921. There are 
excerpts from all three acts in Nimbus NI 
7806. From Act 1 we have, of course, 
“Sempre libra. “ From Act 2, Galli-curci and 
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Giuseppe de Luca sing the duet which be- 
gins with “Dita all giovine”, and from Act 
3 Galli-curci sings “Addio del passato.” In 
addition, there are selections from Romeo et 
Juliette , Mignoriy ha Sonnambula r and 
Lucia di Lammermoor. 

If I have saved baritone Titta Ruffo for 
last, it is not only because he is one of my 
particular favorites, but also because there 
seems to be no shortage of stories concern- 
ing him. One of them was revealed by the 
perennial comprimario, George Cehanovsky 
on George Jellinek’s WQXR radio series 
The Vocal Scene. Cehanovsky revealed that 
there was little love lost between Caruso 
and Ruffo because Ruffo had, at a perfor- 
mance in Mexico City, sung “Vesti la 
giubba” from Pagliacci. Cehanovsky the 
pointed out how unreasonable this was 
since Caruso had previously sung the “Pro- 
logue” in a similar situation to show off his 
ability as a baritone. Whether it was defer- 
ence to Caruso or some other more mun- 
dane reason that kept Ruffo away from the 
Met until 1922, it is to be lamented. One 
can only imagine the performances of 
Pagliacci , Rigoletto t or Forza that might 
have happened on these occasions when the 
singers (to whom Tullio Serafin referred as 
the three miracles, Caruso, Ponselle and 
Ruffo) would have crossed paths. Oh, if it 
had only happened... oh, to have been there! 
It is a tragedy only somewhat alleviated by 
the presence of Caruso’s and Ruffo’ s record- 
ing of “Si, pel ciel” from Verdi’6 Otello. It 
was a role that Caruso never sang on stage 
but which, had fate given him more time, 
he would probably have gotten around to 
eventually. Interestingly enough, Iago was 
not a role that Ruffo sang at the Metropoli- 
tan during his eight seasons there. Neither, 
surprisingly, was Rigoletto, but then re- 
member that Antonio Scotti was still at the 
Met at the time. The Ruffo CD, numbered 
NI 7810, includes “Credo in un Dio crudel” 
and “Era la notte” from Otello , as well as 
the duet with Caruso. There are gems a- 
plenty here, including the major baritone 
arias from La Gioconda and two excerpts 
from Leoncavallo’s seldom-heard Zaza. 
There is a previously unreleased duet with 
Gigli of “Enzo Grimaldo, Principe di 
Santafior” from Gioconda and a superb 
1912 acoustic version of the “Prologue” 
from Pagliacci with the help of an orchestra 
conducted by Maestro Sabaino. Its sounds 
exceptionally good and full for 1912, or is it 
the digital remastering ... I don’t know... it 
just sounds good. 

So here we have it.... a dozen compact 



discs of great singers from the golden age... 
or at least the silver age... of grand opera. 
They go all the way from Francesco 
Tamagno who created the role of Otello in 
1887 to Dame Eva Turner who although 
she retired from active performing circa 
1948 died just last year (1990). It’s a long 
list of great singers which would seem to be 
ever expanding with plans afoot for CDs 
devoted to Claudia Muzio, Ezio Pinza, 
Lauritz Melchior, and others. 

The liner notes are exhaustive and 
informative. The programming is certainly 
representative. If they left out some of your 
favorites, they left out some of mine too. 
Just wait - eventually they’ll get around to 
re-issuing everything worthwhile that is 
available to them. Not all of the majors are 
willing to allow Nimbus to run barefoot 
through their archives. 

The sound is, as I said before, com- 
fortable and acoustic. For those willing to 
listen through the surface noise, the acous- 
tic woof and those surprisingly few scratch- 
es that turn up on these discs, they will be 
rewarded by hearing those records much as 
they sounded on state-of-the-art acoustic 
equipment played back under comfortable 
home circumstances. This is fine for materi- 
al recorded prior to 1925. Sometime during 
1925-26 the microphone replaced the horn 
and for the sake of authenticity these re- 
cords should probably be reproduced elec- 
trically through a tube-amplified combina- 
tion radio-phonograph. When I pointed this 
out to Nimbus publicist Sharon Korot, she 
suggested that not everyone was so quick to 
give up their acoustic machines for the new 
fangled gadgets. Let others play with their 
radios! E. M. Ginn would have been quick 
to agree with her. 

“No mass-production Radio-Gramo- 
phone can ever give you the Tonal Quality, 
the Dynamic Range, the Colour, the Open 
Forwardness of Tone, the Balance between 
Treble and Bass and the Real Orchestral 
Atmosphere of an Expert Acoustic Gramo- 
phone. The Radio-Gramophone is Unreli- 
able, Complicated, Unstable and Delicate. It 
relies upon hundreds of small connections 
and intricate wiring, its Tonal Quality is 
False, very impressive upon first hearing, 
but not musical and will not stand critical 
analysis.” 

Okay,., so he’s trying to sell his ma- 
chines. Yet, judging from what we hear on 
these CDs, there’s a lot to be said for Mr. 
Ginn’s machines - however one may feel 
about his sales pitch. □
